■  THE  BRITISH  i^PLE  LI/JII3]T 

Prices  paid  for  American  oarreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
V/ednesday,-  January  14,  were  somdwhat  higher  than  last  week,  whereas  boxes 
sold  ^t  about  the  -same  levels,  siccording  to  a  cable  from  Ered  A.  Motz,  Fruit 
Specialist  in  E^irope  for  the  Foreign  Service  :of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Barrels  are  sellirig  at  higher  pr'ices  than  at -this  tiue  last  year,  but  boxes 
continue  to  move  at  lower  prices.    IVinesaps  are  selling  only  slightly  below 
last^yearis  levels,    ^xhoat  17,000  barrels  and  4,000  boxes  were  offered  at  the 
auction.    Most  of  the  barrels  ware  Canadian  apples,    ^^s  indicated  by  the 
figures,  boxes -were  very  light.  ■  Basket • supplies  were  moderate.    Demand  was 
active  on  high  grade  barreled  fruit,  espocially  highly  colored  fruit.  High 
grade 'box  apples  are  meeting  with  poor  inquiry.    Poorly  colored  fruit  is  dif- 
ficult to  move.    The  fruit  was  in  good  condition  except  some  lots  of  York 
Imperials  which  were  slightly  sdalded  but  those  packed  in  shredded  oiled 
paper -were  free  from  scald.     Soi^e  lots  of  Nov) -England  apples  wore  over-ripe. 
Boxed -ilGwtovyns  were  in  better  ddmand  this  week  than  last.    London  apple  prices 
were  about  the  same  as  last  weelt  but  below  those  ruling  at  Liverpool. 
Supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  light  and  demand  moderate.    Boxed  apple 
offerings  were  heavy  and  met  with  a  fair  inquiry. 

Supplies  of  ximerican  pears -at  Liverpool  ^were  heavy  and  at  London  moderate. 
Inquiry  was -slow  but  prices  f or  ;good  stock  picked  up  soraevvhat  from  those  paid 
last  week  at  Liverpool.    London '-prices  continued  low  on  a  dull  market.  About 
26,000  boxes  of  pears  arrived  this  week -in  the  United  Kingdom  and  25,000  are 
expected  next  week.    Exports  of -pears  from  South -Africa,  which  will  start  ar- 
riving soon,  are  expected  to  be  -about  one-half  those  of  last  year. 

The  British  apple  outlook  for  the  remainder  of  the  season  is  considered 
favorable  and  satisfactory  prices  are  expectcJd,  providing  the  supplies  are 
kept  moderate,  -according  to  Mr.  ■liotz.    At  LiV-erpool  the  market  is  shov/ing  more 
animation  with •  siipp lies  in  the  hands  of  both  "-brokers  and  retailers  light. 
There  is  a  good  demand  at  present  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  lightly  colored 
barreled  fruit.    Considerable  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  disposing 
of  high  grade  boxed  apples  at  satisfactory  prices.
